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In Privacy Act of 1974 


1. Add as a new subsection (8) in section (a) "DEFINITIONS" the 
following: 


"(8) The term INTELLIGENCE SOURCES 
AND METHODS means information concerning 

(A) methods of collecting foreign 
intelligence; 

(B) sources of foreign information, 
whether human, technical, or 
others; or 

(C) methods and techniques of 
analysis and evaluation of 
foreign intelligence." 


2. Add as a new subsection (6) in section (g) CIVIL REMEDIES the 
following: 

"(6) A civil suit involving INTELLIGENCE SOURCES . 1 
AND METHODS exempt under subsection (j)(l) of this 
section may be brought for violation of subsection (g)(1)(D) 
provided; however, that the court shall not consider the 
case de novo but may conduct such in camera inspection 
of the requested records, or any part thereof, to determine 
if the designation was in accordance with the definition 
prescribed in subsection (a)(8)." 


3. Strike existing (j)(l) and substitute the following: 

"(1) INTELLIGENCE SOURCES AND METHODS 
foreign intelligence information or personal information 
involving intelligence sources and methods designated 
for protection from unauthorized disclosure pursuant to 
50 U. S. C. A. 403. " 
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
